HE Jury being ſworn to try the Iſſue 

between the Right Honourable the 

Lord Abergavenny, Plaintiff, and Ri- 

chard Lyddel, Eſqz Defendant, upon an Action 
of Treſpaſs; for that he the ſaid Richard Lyddel, 
did carry on a criminal Correſpondence with the 
Plaintiff's Lady, by which Means he did debauch, 
carnally know, and committed Adultery with. 
her, to the great Loſs, Diſappointment, and 
Uneaſineſs of the Plaintiff. 06 
The Council for the Plaintiff, after having; 
learnedly opened the Circumſtances of the Of- 
fence, and peculiar Aggravations attending ity 
with Regard to the Defendant, proceeded. to. 
call in the Witneſſes, who depoſed as followeth. 
The Firſt Evidence that was called to prove 
the Charge againſt the Defendant was Elizabeth 
Hopping : She depos'd, That ſhe lived in his 
Lordſhip's Family for ſix Years, and about three

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Weeks before Chriſtmas was Twelve-month, 
the Family being at Sbeſßield Houſe, his Lord- 
ſhip's Country Seat, took Notice of Mr. Lyd- 
del's frequently kiſſing her Lady in the Dreſſing 
Room, thought the Familiarity was too great 
betwixt them, and unbefitting, gave. Occaſion 
to her to watch their Converſation; that ſhe had 
ſeen her Lady's Bed rumbled after it had been 
made, when none but Mr. Lyddel and her Lady 
had been in the Room: That another Time 
knowing them to have been in the Dining Room, 
below Stairs, about nine in the Morning, was 
willing to ſee what they were doing, and plac- 
ing herſelf in the Withdrawing-Room, ſhe 
look'd through the Key+hole. into the. Parlour, 
and oppofire to the Place where ſhe ſtood, ſhe 
ſaw her Lady againſt the Door that went inro 
the Hall, and Mr. Lyddel againſt, her, that ſhe 
ſaw her Lady's Petticoats up as high as her Gar- 
tering- Place, and that he had unbutton'd his 
Coat, bur could not ſee his Breeches down, be- 
cauſe his Coat behind covered them; that ſhe 
faw him do fomething that a Man ought not to 
do: Being ask'd, What ſhe thought he was do- 
ing; reply'd, ſhe thought he had a criminal Con- 
vetſation with her Lady, and being ſurpriz'd, 
ſhe look'd a ſecond Time, when ſhe then faw 
them in the ſame Poſture: and that then, as ſoon 
23 ſhe could get out, ſhe: went and acquainted # 
one of her F — * which was the * 1 
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dry Maid, that ſhe had ſeen her Lady with Mr. 
TLyadel againſt her, with her Petticoats up, and 
told her, ſhe thought he was debauching her 

Lady. Being ask'd whether ſhe thought they 


were in criminal Converſation both the Times ? 
She ſaid, ſhe believed they were; that they were 
ſtanding againſt the Door, which kept it ſhut, 


for it opened into-the Room, and was not fa- 


ſtened. Being ask'd, What was the Ground of 
her Suſpicion ? She reply'd, ſhe ſaw him often 
kiſs her in her Bed-Chamber, Dining-Room, and 


4 Dreſſing-Room. Being ask'd, How Mr. ,Lyddel 


was received by his Lordſhip when he came 
there? She replied, His Lordſhip always received 
him very joyfully ; that Mr. Lydde} came very 


often, and ſtaid there ſometimes a Week toge- 
ther, and that it was frequent he ſtaid there To 


long, that he lived from his Lordſhip's Honſe 
about ſeven Miles. She being ask'd, Why the 
did not acquaint her Lord with it? Reply'd, ſhe 
thought ber Lord would not believe it, bur that 
ſhe told her Fellow-Servant, Elizabeth - Letch- 
mere, and that ſhe told no other Servant of it. 
Being ask'd, how it came to paſs when ſhe ſaw 
ſo notorious a Fact, that ſhe did not diſcoyer it 
preſently to her Lord? Replied, that no Perſon 
dare open ſuch a Thing to his Lordſhip, that it 
was diſcovered by her, 45 not ' till her Lord had 
asked her about it. Being asked, Whether there 


was any Key in the Key-hole of the Lock _ 
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ſhe peeped through, or any other Covering to 
q it within fide? Replied, there was not, neither 
: was there any Thing to hinder her from looking. 
Being ask'd, Whether the Door ſhe look'd thro? 
was lock'd ? Replied, that ſhe knew nothing of 
that, bur the Key was out, for they had been 

F cleaning the Locks. 

1 The next was Elizabeth Letchmere, who de- 
pos'd, 'Thar her Fellow-Servant came to her, 
and told her, three Weeks before Chrimas was 
T welve-month, that her Miſtreſs was a Devil ; 
That ſhe ask'd her the Reaſon, ſhe then told her 
Me looked through the Key-hole and ſaw her a- 
gainſt the Door in the Parlour with her Petti- 
coats up, and Mr. Lyddel before her, that this 
was abour nine in the Morning. Being ask'd, 
Whether ſhe diſcovered it to any Body? Repli- 
ed, ſhe told only Mr. Osbourn of it. |

Being ask'd, Whe- 
ther it was uſual for her to leave the Room when 
Viſiters came to her Lady? She replied, that ſhe 7} 
never did when ſhe was making the Bed; and 
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that V iſiters never came into her Lady's Cham- 


per, but into the Dreſſing Room. Being fur- 
ther ask'd, Whether when her Lord was at home, 
Ihe never ſaw my Lord and Mr. Lyddel in my 


Lady's Chamber together? Replied, ſhe never 
knew them together there: £ 


Mary Hodſon depoſed, That ſhe lived two 


A Years and two Months with the Lord Abergaven- 


Iny in Town and Country both, and ſerved inthe 
Family as a Landry Maid; that as ſhe hath ſtood

Mr. Lyddel was there, but when Mr. Lyddel was 
gone his Lady would be at home to any Body 
that came; that Mr. Lyddel was always admit- 
red, and that was his Direction. That when 
Mr: Lyudel hath been at his Lordſhip's, his Lord- 
ſhip and he have gone out together, and he hath 
returned again before him, and gone to the Ap- 
partment of His Lady. Thar Mr. Lyadel and a 
Gentleman have dined together with his Lady, 
went out together, and Mr; Lyddet has returned 


again, and ſtaid with his Lady two Hours; that 


when he came he uſed to ask him, whether his 
Lady was at home; and if the Footman hath 
been our of the way, he hath waited upon him 


himſelf to her Ladyſhip's Appartment; that he 


was always admitted; when his Lord was at 


home he would go to his Lordſhip's Appartment, 


and afterwards from his Lordſhip's to his Lady's. 
Being asked, Whether he ever knew him deny'd 
when his Lord was at home? He reply'd, he ne-

Mr. Matthews being called, was ask'd by the 
Plaintiff's Council, what Station he was in under 
the Plaintiff, anſwered, That he was his Gene 
tleman; and being deſired to give an Account to 
the Court of his feeing Mr. Lyddel and his Lady 
together in the Room, and what he obſerved, 
replied, he had a great many Sufpicions of a cri- 
minal Correſpondence between Mr. Lyddel =

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bis Lady; that he had taken Notice that his 
Lady would order none, to be let in but Mr. 
Lyddel; tbat one Evening his Lady ſaid, ſhe 
3 would be at home to none but Mr. Lyddel; That 
Ihe went up and found none but Mr. Jyddel t here 
with his Lady, and only two Candles burning, 
then he went and brought up two others, that 
chere might be Light in the Room, that when 
he came to go into the Room the Door was faſt; 
that he heard his Lady run from the Couch to the 
Fire- ſide, which is but fix Foot, ſhe opened the 
Door and ſaid, you fling the Door ſo hard you'll 
"Fmake the Bolt fly; that when he came in he 
Saw Mr. LDyddel upon the Couch, as if he were 
I putting up his Breeches; that he had ſince flang'd 
Ithe Door ſeveral Times, and found the Bolts not 
Ito fly. That when he went into the Country 
Ihe had ſeveral Pair of Leaſes to engroſs for his 
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Lord's Tenants ; that the Appartment he lay in

Mr. Lyddel's Room. Being asked, whether hge 
afterwards met with her, and in what Room? 
Reply'd, that the next Morning, the 14th f 
Octo er, he was then writing as before, and a- 
bout nine o' Clock he heard a Woman come in 
after the fame Manner, and heard the Step of a 
Man, and the Bed crack, as the Morning be- 
fore; then he went up the Back-Stairs, and at 
the End of his Lord's Gallery he took off his 
Wig, and laid himſelf down, that no Body 
might ſee him; that he heard the Bolt of Mr. 
£yaddePs Door open, then he ſaw Mr. Lyddel 
come out of his Chamber Door looking about 
| him, and going in, immediately his Lady came 
* out, with her Hands ſpreading her Petticoats; 
\ | that there was a Door at the End of the Gallery, 
| | from whence he could ſee all along the Gallery. 2 
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Being asked, whether from that Place where he "1 
was he could hear the Door open? He reply'd, | 43 
that he heard the Poor unbolted, and he ſaw |

Mr. Lyddel come out of his Room, and preſent- 
Illy after he went in, and his Lady came our hold- 
ing her Petticoats on each Side, but when he ſaw 
gj her he got up with a Book in his Hand, as wait- 
fing his Lord's getting up in the Morning, which 
iwas his known Practice ; that then his Lady 
went into her own Dreſſing- room. Being ask'd, 
whether his Lady came our while Mr. Lyddel 
vas at the Door? He reply'd, that he went in 
firſt, and then his Lady came out. Being ask'd 
XZ why ſhe held her Peiticoats after ſuch a Manner? 
—FReply'd. becauſe Mr. Nevell, that was in a Room 
hard by, ſhould not hear the ruſtling of her 
Silks. The next Day, being Wedneſday, this 
Deponent was from Home, and could make no 
7 Obſervation. That on Thar/day he was in His 
Room, and heard the ſame Noiſe in the Mhite- 


„room, after the ſame Manner as he had done be- 


fore. In the Afternoon of the ſame Day, he ac- 
'2F quainted Mr. O/man, his Lord's Steward, for he 
¶ ſaid he could not bear to fee his Lord injured after 
„ ſuch a Manner. He was ask'd, whether Mr. 

3 Lyddel came out of the Door, and look'd about 
bim this Time, as he had done on the Tueſday 
before? He reply'd, that he did, and that his 
Lady came out as before, but whether ſhe went 
into the Nurſery or into his Lord's Appartment 


he was not certain. That on Friday, as he was 


riting again, he prevailed with Mr. Ofman to 


be preſent with him, and when they were toge- 


ther, he ask'd Mr. O/man whether he did not 
hear ſome Body come in, He ſaid yes; and in a 
little Time they heard the Bed crack; that this 
Deponent ſaid to Mr. Oſinan, in a little Time 
you'll hear the Bolt of the Door make a Noiſe, 
and ſo it happened, for they being at the Bottom 
of the great Stairs; Mr. O/man told him he heard 
it very plain, and ſaw the Lady come out of Mr. 
Lyddel's Room, with her Petticoats held up by | 
her Hand as ſhe uſed to do, to prevent the Gen- 
tleman that lodged by her from hearing her. That 
Saturday Morning was the ſame Thing; that 
this Deponent and Mr. Oſman heard and ſaw as 
before. Being asked, what Method he took in 
order to have it diſcovered? Replied, that he 
diſcourſed with Mr. Oſinan, and they conſulted 
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together what Method they ſhould take, that 
ſeveral Mornings they had thoſe Conſultations ; 'Þ 


further, that he acquainted Mr. Day with ir. It 
being ask d, what Concluſion they came ro? He 


reply'd, it was agreed upon that their Lord ſhould 


know of it ſome way or other, they propos'd the 
Diſcovery ſhould be made by his pr Mo- 

oncern 
about it, and deſired ſome Body elſe might do it; 
that then they thought no Perſon ſo proper as 
Mr. Day to do it, who is a Neighbour and Re- 
lation of his Lordſhip's. Mr. Day accepting 
of the Propoſal did communicate it. Being

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what Anſwer did he give of what his Lordſhip 
would do? He reply'd, that Mr. Day told him, 
FE that his Lordſhip was willing that we ſnonld 
ſurprize him in the very Act. He gave this Di- 
rect ion to Mr. Day and Mr. Oſinan. EE. 

Ihe Method that we took was, that Mr. Day, 


Mr. Oſman and my ſelf were to conceal our ſelves 
in a Cloſer, adjoining to the Room where Mr. 


Daddel lay, and on the 87h of November laſt, a- 
bout fix in the Morning, we all placed our ſelves 
there; that they ſtaid there till about nine, at 


vhich Time her Ladyſhip came into Mr. Lyd- 


dels Room, went round it, and was heard to 


Mr. Day and Mr. Oſman thinking her gone were 
for going away, but this Deponent acquainting 
them that ſhe was not, prevailed with them to 


b ſtay, and he liſtning very cloſe heard a Noiſe, 


1 upon which they all went together into the 
'Y Chamber, and coming ſoftly to the Bed - ſide, 


 [B withdrew the Curtains, upon which Mr. Lyddel 


cry'd out, O God?! That this Deponent ſaw her 


| Ladyſhip in a very indecent Poſture, and in a 
very great Surprize, ſhe ſaid, Dear Matthews 


do not ruin me; upon which he ſaid he was very 
ſorry for what was done, ſhe repeated again, Do 
not ruin me; he told her that he was ſent by his 
Lord's Direction, and that he muſt be true to his 
Lord. That Mr. Lyddel in his Surprize ſeem'd 
not to have heard what was ſaid, and — 
cry 
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cry'd out, hat do you ſm ? This Deponent 
anſwered him, Sir, I thought you could not have 
been guilty of ſo foul an Act. And Mr. Oſman 


ſaying ro him, For you, Sir, to come ſo frequent- 1 


ly, in ſuch a Shew of Friendſhip, and to wrong his 
Lordſhip after ſuch a Manner as you have done, is 


a Crime for which you can make him no Satisfac- 


tion; that Mr. Lyddel reply'd, it is very true, . 
can make no Satisfaction. Then he ſaid, he would 
take Horſe and ride away, and never return to 
his Lordſhip's Houſe any more. Then Mr. O/- 
man ſaid to him, it was his Lordſhip Direction 
that he ſhould be kept there. This Deponent | 
being ask'd, what Room this was in? Reply'd, 

that it was Mr. Lydde's Room; that they lay 
croſs the Bed when they opened the Curtains. 
Being ask'd, how many Days Mr. Lyddel was at 
his Lordſhip” s at this Time? He reply'd, that 
he came the 77h of November. Being asked, who | 
he received his Inſtructions from : He reply'd, 
from Mr. Day and Mr. Oſman, and that his 


Lordſhip in his Inſtructions ſaid to them when 


he went to Bed, Be ſure when you come into the 
Room; and if you find my Wife there, I deſire ſhe 
may be uſed tenderly ; that this was over Night, 
and they were taken together at nine a Clock 
the next Day. Being ask'd, what Directions his 
Lordſhip gave with reſpect ro Mr. Lyddel? Re- 


ply'd, That in caſe we took them eters in the 


Manner we found them, that then I ſhould come to 
= Town, 
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 Towon, and give Orders to Mr. Staples to proceed 
 - againſt him according to Law. Being ask'd, what 


was to be done with Mr. Lyddel in the mean 
while? Reply'd, That his Lordſhip gave Direc- 
tions to ſecure bim in the Houſe till further Orders. 
This Deponent being asked, whether he went 


to London after this? Reply'd, yes, and went to 


Mr. Staples, and made Affidavit of what he ſaw, 


upon which there was a Proceſs taken out, which 


this Deponent deliver'd to the Sheriff's Bailiff, 
and was executed on Monday Morning; that 
then he ſuppoſes he was carry'd away to the 
County Jail. Being asked, what Orders were 


given about his Lady's going? He reply'd, that 


he had no Orders about her, but ſhe went away 
on the Saturday after the Diſcovery, very big 
with Child. 

Mr. Oſman depos'd, That Mr. Matthews 
came to him and expreſſed himſelf much concern- 
ed, with Relation to the Intimacies he had ob- 
{ſerved berwixt Mr. Lyddel and his Lady, and 
ſaid, that Mr. Lyddet had abuſed his Lord, by ly- 
ing with his Lady; and gave this Deponent 
ſeveral Inſtances of it, as of his lighting Mr. 


 Lyaadel up into his Lady's Appartment, and find- 


ing but two Candles he went down for two more, 


and returning found the Door faſt, and knock- 
Ing at the Door, heard his Lady go from the 


Couch to the Fire-fide, that when his Lady had 


opened the Door ſhe chid him for knocking ſo 


hard,

hard, that he then ſaw Mr. Hadel with bis 


Hands in the Folds of his Clothes, and believed 


he was putting up his Breeches: This was the 
312th of October. On he 13th of October, as he 
was fitting in his Room engroſſing of Leaſes, 
he heard the Tread of a Man, then the Tread 
of a Woman, and in a little Time after heard the 
Bed crack, and being willing to be better ſatisfy'd, 
he went out of his Room, and went up the 
great Stairs, and when he was half way up Mr. 
Lydd el came our of his Chamber, and ordered 
him to call his Man to him, but meeting with 
one of his Fellow-Servants delivered the Meſſage 
to him, aſterwards he took to a back Pair of 
Sairs, and met his Lady juſt againſt the Nurſery 


Room, the back Part of the Gallery in very 


great Diſorder, and that he belived ſhe had been 
in Mr. LydePs Room. 'This Deponent further 
fays, that Mr. Matthews told him, that (the 


next Day being Wedneſday he was out of the 


way) on Thur/day Morning Mr. Lyddel and his 
Lady had the ſame Converſation as before; then 


Mr. Matthews defired this Deponent, that he 


would be with him the next Morning, being 


Friday, accordingly he went to Mr. Mairhews's 
Room in the Morning, and had not been there 


long but heard a ſoftly Tread coming out of the 


Green Room into Mr. Lyddel's Bed- Chamber, 


and in a little Time he heard the Bed erack pretty 


often; that Mr. Matthews carryd the Deponent 


to 
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to the Bottom of the great! Stairs where he heard 
the Door unbolr, and Mr. Lyde el ſtep out as he 
ſuppoſed, to ſee whether all was clear, and after 
he was gone in, the Lady came out with her 
Petticoats up, which he ſuppoſed was to keep 
them from ruſtling, there being a Gentleman ly- 
ing in a Room on the other Side of the Gal- ' 
lery, at rheTop of the greatStairs, ThisDeponent 
further ſaid, that he heard the fame on Saturday 
Morning as he had done before; that he was 
very much concerned and furprized 8

Lord abuſed after ſo groſs a Manner, for he be- 
lieved, that his Lordfhip was as tender a Husband, 
and had as. great a Value for his wife as any Per 1

He faid, It was very true, Ill take my Horſe and 
go away, and never return more; upon Which 
this Deponent ſaid, You had as good ſtay while you 
are here. Being deſired to give an Account of 
the Friendſhip which was between his Lordſhip

was very great, that his Lordſhip always receiv- 
ed Mr. Lyddel with a great deal of Pleaſure and 


Satisfaction, that there was as good a Proviſion 
made for him by his Lordſhip, as for any Body 
that came to his Houſe, that it was his Opinion 
that his Lordſhip's Secrets were communicated 
to him, and that he never knew of greater 
Friendſhip and Intimacy than there was betwixt 
his Lordſhip and Mr. Lyddel. Being asked, 
when her Ladyſhip went away after the Diſ- 
coyery? He reply'd, She went away at three 
a- Clock the Day of Diſcovery, by his Lordſhip's 
Order to General Tatton her Father. 
Mr. James depos'd, That at the Deſire of the 


Lady, be went into Mr. Hadel's Room on 


Saturday 
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Saturday Morning, on the 8th of November laſt, 
after the Diſcovery was made, that when he came 
into the Room he found Mr. Lyddel in a great 
Confuſion and Diſorder, ſaying I am a vile 
MWretch; for God's Sale do not Speak to me: for 
God's Sake do not Speak to me. . 

Mr. Day depos'd, That he was his Lordſhip's 
Steward, and took Care of his Eſtates in ſeveral 
Counties, that he obſerved the Intimacy between 
his Lord and Mr. Lydgdel, and in his Eſteem his 
Lordſhip was the greateſt Friend Mr. Lyadel 

had in the world, that there was as intire Friend- 
ſhip betwixt them as ever was amongſt Men, and 
that their mutual Reſpect for each other was very 
ſtrong, ſo that this Deponent was ſurprized when 
Mr. Matthews let him into ſome of the Secrets 
of his Lady and Mr. Lyddel's Intimacy, the firſt 
of which was about the Month of March laſt; 
that he could not conceive that Mr. Lyddel 
would be guilty of ſo foul a Crime, when he 
knew the Intimacy that was between his Lord 
and him; he could not give Credit to thoſe Re- 
ports till the Account they gave him of the Ob- 
ſervations they made in the five Mornings, that 
then this Deponent did believe it, and that they 
fixed upon him to diſcover it to his Lordſhip, 
which he did upon the 6th of November ; that 
he asked his Lordſhip, Mhether, conſidering the 
great Affection he bad for his Lady, he could bear 
ihe Diſcovery of it? That this Deponent propoſed 
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the Method of the Diſcovery which his Lords 


ſhip approved of, and what he did was by his 


The Council for the Defendant acknowledged, 
thata Verdict ought to be given againſt the De- 
fendant, but uſed divers Arguments for Mitiga- 


tion of the Damages, as that the Damages ought 


to be proportioned to the Circumſtances of the 


Perſon offending, that it lies before the Jury, to 
give more or leſs, according to Circumſtances. 
That the Defendant's Eſtate is only an Eſtate for 


Life, and under great Incumbrances. - Another 
Argument was offered, that this Action was not 


laid for an Aſſault in debauching the Plaintiff's 


Lady, but for deſtroying the Health, Satisfaction 
and Comfort of the Plaintiff, that from the Time 


the Fact was committed to the Time of her 
Death, was ſo ſhort, that the Injury his Lord- 


ſhip ſuſtain'd in his Health could not be very 
great. Another Argument was the Lady's 
coming into Mr. Lyddel's Chamber, by which 
Means ſhe became a Temptation to him, and 
was a Temptation hard to be reſiſted; Thar 


this Fact between Mr. Lyddeland the Lady might 
have been well prevented as diſcovered, if they 


had thought fir, but that it ſeem'd as if an Agree- 
ment was made to lay a Snare and Temptation to 


draw him into a Criminal Action. Another 
Argument is, that his preſent Affliction is a great 
Puniſhment ro him, and that cyen the witneſſes

for the Plaintiff ſay, that he thought himſelf 

the moſt miſerable wretch living, and if ſo, then 
what muſt his Affliction be now, that he ought 
ro be conſidered as a very unfortunate and un-

There were ſeveral Lords and Gentlemen ap- 
pear'd to his Reputation, who = him the 


Character of a very civil, modeſt, well-bred 


Gentleman, and could never have thought he 
would have been guilty of any Thing of this 
Nature. There were ſeveral Mortgage Deeds 


produced in Court, upon the Eſtate of the De- 


fendants, amounting to 11000]. 

The Council for the Nqintiff in their Reply 
urged, Thar the Damnge aughr not to be cal - 
culated from the Tune the Fact was committed 
to his Lady's Death, the Conſideration of the 
Damages ought to regard Futurity; that when 
once the Ties of mutual Love is broken, it can 
never be repaired; and if they had not been detect- 
ed they might have gone on with Impunity. As 
to the Plea made Uſe of, that his Eſtate is not 
capable of paying large Damages, a Caſe was 
mentioned of a Footman for the like Crime, 
who was fined 5000 l. for it is but reaſonable, if 
a Perſon deſtroys the Happineſs of another his 
Happineſs ought to be diſturbed as long as he lives. 


There is a ſtanding Law againſt Adultery, the
